Ontario,  is  one  of  the  most  prosperous  and  progressive  cities  in  the 
Dominion.  It  is  beautifully  situated  on  the  north  shore  of  Lake 
Ontario.  Its  general  attractions  and  splendid  situation  on  Lake 
Ontario,  combined  with  its  mild,  even  temperature  and  health- 
ful climate,  have  made  it  one  of  the  most  popular  summer  resort 
cities  in  Canada.  From  Toronto  we  take 

one  of  the  magnificent  new 
steamers  of  the  Richelieu  & 
Ontario  Navigation  Company 
(Ticket  Office  No.  2  King  St. 
East,  or  Information  Bureau 
on  R.  &  0.  wharf)  for  our 
trip  down  Lake  Ontario  and 
the    St.    Lawrence  River. 
Steamers  leave  daily  during 
the  season  of  tourist  travel, 
for  which  travel  they  have 
been   specially  constructed 
and  equipped.   The  steamers 
• — the  "  Kingston  "  and  "  Tor- 
Gl,mpse  of  Toronto  and  R.     O,  Wharf  onto"— are  the  latest  pro- 
thence   steamer,   but     duction  of  the  most  advanced  ideas  in  marine  architecture ;  they 
combine  speed  with  safety  and  comfort  and  have  been  designed 
and  built  with  a 'view  of  attaining  perfection  in  every  detail. 
Their  luxurious  and  attractive  furnishings,  combined  with  artistic 
interior  decorations,  entitle  them  to  a  place  in  the  front  rank  of 
modern  floating  palaces.    From  Toronto  these  boats  cross  Lake 
Ontario  t,o  Charlotte  (port  of  Rochester,  N.Y.)  with  which  city 
connection  is  made  by  the  N.  Y.  C.  Ry.  or  Electric  Railway.  At 
Rochester  connections  are  made  for  and  from  the  South,  East 

and  West. 

ROCHESTER  is  an  impor- 
tant manufacturing  city.  The 
Falls  of  the  Genesee  River — 
three  in  number — are  among  its 
natural  attractions,  and  also  pro- 
vide the  city  with  a  magnificent 
water  power.  Ontario  Beach  is 
just  below  Charlotte,  while  Wind- 
sor Beach,  Lake  Bluff,  Sea  Breeze 
and  Irondequoit  Bay  are  in  close 
proximity.  Leaving  Charlotte 
the  steamer  sails  down  Lake  On- 
tario on  herway  towards  Kingston. 

KINGSTON,  the  Sandhurst  or 
West  Point  of  Canada,  with  its 
military  college,  its  massive  grey- 
stone  forts,  its  Martello  towers

and  imposing  public  buildings,  is  beautifully  situated  at  the  foot 
of  Lake  Ontario,  at  the  head  of  the  St.  Lawrence  river,  and  forms 
a  pleasing  picture  when  viewed  from  the  steamer's  deck.  It  was 
founded  as  a  fur-trading  post  in  1673  by  Governor  de  Courcelles. 

At  Kingston  connection  is  made  with  the  Grand  Trunk  and 
Canadian  Pacific  Railways,  the  two  great  railway  systems  of 
Canada.  Leaving  Kingston  at  early  moi'n,  we  sail  down  the 
majestic  St.  Lawrence,  which,  with  its  marvellous  and  impressive 
tributary,  the  Saguenay  River,  offers  to  the  tourist  attractions 
not  duplicated  by  any  other  trip  in  the  world. 

THE  THOUSAND  ISLANDS  commence  near  Kingston  and 
extend  down  the  stream  about  fifty  miles  to  Brockville.  Many 
of  the.se  islands  are  occupied  during  the  summer  months  by  their 
owners,  who  vie  with  each  other  in  their  endeavors  to  beautify 
their  palatial  summer  hom_es,  and  great  .sums  of  money  have  been 
expended  in  improving  the  great  natural  beauty  of  this  enchanted 
region,  until  to-day  it  forms  a  panorama  of  wondrous  loveliness 
which  no  pen  can  describe  and  no  eye  forget.  There  is  excellent 
fishing  and  unlimited  opportunity  to  indulge  in  aquatic  sports  of 
every  description.  Fascinating  excursions  by  day  and  search- 
light trips  at  night  are  made  by  local  steamers.  Many  tourists 
stop  over  to  do  the  i.slands  and  none  regret  the  time  so  spent. 

CLAYTON, 
N.Y.  —  A  term- 
inus of  the 
N.Y.C.&H.R.R. 
Many  anglers 
make  their 
headquarters 
here.  Connec- 
tions are  made 
with  the  New 
York  Central 
Lines,  whose 
trains  run  to 
steamer  docks. 

From  Clayton 
the  steamer  fol- 
lows the  Amer- 

N.  Y.  C.  Terminal  at  Clayton.  N.Y.  jp^^^  Channel 

through  the  islands.  The  scenery  for  the  next  thirty  miles  is 
beautiful  beyond  description  and  charming  views  of  large  sum- 
mer hotels  and  homes  are  enjoyed  from  the  steamer's  decks. 

GANANOQUE,  ONT. — Opposite  Clayton, 
on  the  Canadian  mainland,  is  Gananoque.  Here 
is  located  the  Gananoque  Inn,  a  new  brick  hotel, 
which  occupies  one  of  the  most  charming 
locations  among  the  islands. 

FRONTENAC,  N.Y.,  about  three  miles  east 
of  Clayton  is  the  next  port  of  call.  It  is  one  of 
the  most  beautiful  of  the  island.s  and  possesses  a 
superb  hotel  and  many  charming  summer  homes. 

THOUSAND  ISLAND  PARK.-Alarge  sum- 
mer resort  on  \^'ellesley  Lsland.  It  has  two  large 
hotels,  many  boarding  houses  and  about  five 


hundred  cottages.  Its  grounds  are  well  laid  out.  "The  Park" 
is  reached  by  local  steamer  from  Clayton,  Frontenac  or 
Alexandria  Bay,  N.Y.

It  is  well  supplied  with  hotels  and  is  the  last 
American  port  at  which  the  steamer  stops.  Connections  are 
made  for  Westminster  Park,  St.  Lawrence  Park,  Edgewood  Park 
and  all  i.sland  resorts. 

The  R.  &  0.  Information  Bureau  is  located  on  the  wharf  at 
Alexandria  Bay.  Apply  here  for  all  information  about  any 
summer  trip. 

After  leaving  this  charming  section  our  next  stop  is  Brock- 
ville, Ont.,  named  in  honor  of  Gen.  Brock,  the  hero  of  Queens- 
town  Heights,  1812. 

Transfer  at  Prescott,  Ont. 

PRESCOTT,  ONT.,  is  our  next  stop,  here  eastbound  passengers 
transfer  to  the  fine  observation  steamers  which  run  the  famous 
rapids  of  the  St.  Lawrence,  and  westbound  passengers  transfer  to 
the  large  lake  steamers.

NEW  OBSERVATION  STEAMER. 

The  new  steamer  "Rapids  King"  is  in  commission  between ; 
Prescott  and  Montreal.  This  steamer  is  a  marlved  advance  on  her 
predecessors  in  construction,  and  is  the  largest  steamer  which  j 
has  ever  run  the  Rapids  of  the  St.  Lawrence  regularly.  She  is 
240  feet  in  length  and  43  feet  wide,  which  is  the  limit  of  size  per- 
mitted by  the  St.  Lawrence  Canals.  Her  hull  is  sheathed  with 
rock  elm.  She  is  of  the  day  boat  excursion  type,  having  very 
large  observation  decks,  and  staterooms  for  the  use  of  passengers 
westbound.    Her  arrangement  is  as  follows: 


New  Steamer  "Rapids  King" 

Main  Deck.  The  forward  "portion  is  devoted  to  baggage, 
engine  room,  etc.  Then  comes  the  entrance  hall  for  passengers. 
The  dining  room  is  aft  and  has  seating  capacity  for  one  hundred 
and  fifty  passengers.  There  is  also  a  lunch  counter  where  light 
huiches  are  served. 

First  Promenade  Deck  contains  the  .staterooms  and  a  com- 
fortable saloon  with  large  observation  space  at  bow  and  stern. 

Second  Promenade  Deck  has  a  large  promenade 
space  all  round  the  steamer,  and  a  saloon  in  the  centre 
with  windows  all  round  so  that  passengers  may  view 
the  scenery  either  from  inside  the  saloon  or  from  the 
deck  outside.  5_.- 

The  trip  westbound  from  Montreal  is  made 
through  the  famous  Lachine  Canal  and  the  new 
Soulanges  Canal  which  parallels  the  river  on  the  nortli 
side  from  Coteau  to  Cascade  Point,  and  is  a  most  inter- 
esting sight,  being  ma.ssively  built  of  stone;  operated 
and  lighted  by  electricity.  The  westbomid  trip  by 
steamer  is  full  of  interest  and  variety,  and  the  bird's- 
eye  view  of  the  river  from  the  canal  is  both  novel  and 
beautiful. 

Opposite  Prescott  is  Ogdensburg,  N.Y.,  reached 
by  local  ferry;  here  the  Oswegatchie  river  empties 
into  the  St.  Lawrence  and  at  the  east  end  of  the 
city  is  Point  Airy,  N.Y.,  State  Asylum  for  the  insane. 


After  leaving  Prescott  we  pass  the  historical  windmill,  now 
converted  into  a  lighthouse.  The  battle  of  windmill  point  was 
fought  here  in  1837.  Then  in  succession  on  the  left  we  pass  the 
villages  of  Cardinal,  Iroquois  and  Morrisburg,  Ont.,  a  short  dis- 
tance below  Morrisburg  is  a  grey  stone  monument  which  com- 
memorates the  battle  of  Chrysler's  Farm,  fought  here  in  1813. 

THE  RAPIDS. — Running  the  St.  Lawrence  rapids  is  one  of 
the  exhilarating  pleasures  which  is  anticipated  by  every  tourist 
and  traveller. 

These  remarkable  rapids  begin  with  the  Galops  and  the 
Rapides-du-Plat,  which  cause  only  a  ripple  of  excitement  and  are 
only  a  foretaste  of  those  to  follow.  Next  comes  the  Long  Sault, 
nine  miles  in  length — three  miles  of  boisterous  commotion  and 
six  miles  of  swift  current  and  sudden  sharp  turns.  The  long 
Sault  rapids,  are  the  longest  and  most  thrilling  of  any  of  the 
rapids,  and  they  are  surrounded  by  beautiful  scenery.    In  the 
Long  Sault  we  pass  the  head  of  Sheiks  (or  Long  Sault)  Island  in 
Canadian  waters,  and  only  a  stone's  throw  further  on  is  Earn- 
hardt's Island  in  American  waters,  and  for  the  next  seven  miles 
the  steamer  is  in  American  waters.  Below  is  the  New  York  and 
Ottawa  Railway  bridge,  the  only  bridge  over  the  St.  Lawrence 
which  connects  the  LTnited  States  with  Canada.  After  rounding 
the  foot  of  the  island  the  steamer  stops  at  Cornwall,  the  "  Fac- 
tory Town."    After  leaving  Cornwall  we  pass  several  pictur- 
esque Islands  and  enter  Lake  St.  Francis,  a  beautiful  sheet  of 
water  twenty-eight  miles  in  length.     Just  below  this  lake 
one  of  the  branches  of  the  Ottawa  River  discharges  its  brown 
waters  into  the  St.  Lawrence.     While  sailing  through  this  lake 
we  may  enjoy  a  fine  \'iew  of  the  Adirondack  Mountains  of  New 
York.    At  the  foot  of  the  lake  is  Coteau  Landing,  Que.    Here  the 
river  is  spanned  by  the  Canada  Atlantic  Railway  Bridge  and  a 
short  distance  below  we  enter  the  Coteau  Rapids  in  which  a 
detachment  of  General  Amherst's  expedition  was  lost  in  1750. 

A  few  miles  further  down  is  the  Cedar  Rapids  the  most 
picturesque  as  well  as  the  swiftest  of  all  the  rapids.  Then  comes 
the  Split  Rock  and  the  Cascade  Rapids.    The  fall  of  these  last  four 
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Steamer  "  Montreal  "  (new) 

rapids  is  eighty-four  feet  in  eleven  miles.  At  this  point  the 
river  widens  out,  forming  Lake  St.  Louis  (or  Lachine  Lake),  a 
charming  sheet  of  water  twelve  miles  in  length.  At  the  east  end 
of  this  lake  on  the  north  shore  is  the  village  of  Lachine  and  on  the 
south  shore  is  Caughnawaga,  a  quaint  Indian  village,  and  after 
passing  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  bridge  we  arrive  at  Lachine 
Rapids.  After  running  the  Lachine  Rapids,  we  enter  the  harbour 
of  Montreal,  and  soon  reach  the  steamer's  wharf,  where  passengers 
destined  for  Quebec  and  the  Saguneay  are  transferred  to  the  fine 
large  Richelieu  &  Ontario  steamers  which  run  between  Montreal 
and  Quebec. 

The  new  steamers  "Montreal"  and  "Quebec",  which  are  on 
this  route,  are  two  of  the  most  modernly  constructed  passenger 
steamers  in  the  world,  and  no  expense  has  been  spared  in  the  effort 
of  the  Company  to  equip  them  with  every  known  appliance  for  the 
safety  and  comfort  of  passengers.  Their  elaborate  interior 
decorations  and  luxurious  furnishings  are  unsurpassed  by  any- 
thing of  a  like  nature. 

MONTREAL  is  the  largest  city  and  also  the  financial  centre 
of  Canada.  It  derives  its  name  from  the  lordly  Mount  Royal, 
which  rises  to  an  eminence  of  nearly  six  hundred  feet  behind  the 
city.  Compared  with  American  cities  it  is  distinctly  foreign  in 
architecture,  historic  associations,  religious  institutions  and 
language.  The  site  of  Montreal  was  first  visited  by  Jacques 
Cartier  in  1535.  In  1616  it  was  visited  by  Champlain,  who 
selected  jt  as  a  site  for  future  settlement.    In  1642  the  city  was 

foun  d  e  d  by 
Paul  de  Mai- 
sonneuve.

Montreal  has  many  attractions  for  both  the  student  of  history 
and  the  pleasure  seeker.  Connected  with  its  early  history  we  find 
many  names  which  figure  with  honour  in  the  annals  of  the  United 
States.  Here  lived  LaSalle,  who  established  the  first  trading  post 
at  Chicago;  Champlain,  after  whom  Lake  Champlain  is  named; 
Pierre  LeMoyne,  discoverer  of  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi  and 
first  Governor  of  Louisiana,  and  his  brother,  Baptiste,  who  found- 
ed New  Orleans;  La  Mothe  Cadillac,  the  founder  of  Detroit;  Daniel 
de  Gresolon,  Sieur  Duluth,  the  explorer,  after  whom  the  city  of 
Duluth  is  named;  Pierre  Marquette,  missionarj'  and  explorer,  in 
lionor  of  whom  the  city  of  Marquette  is  named;  John  Jacob  Astor; 
I  ienerals  Montgomery,  Wooster  and  Arnold;  Benjamin  Franklin, 
Samuel  Chase,  Charles  CarroU  and  many  others. 

As-  a  summer  resort  city  Montreal  has  many  charms.  From 
its  Royal  Mountain,  with  its  cool  shades  and  refreshing  breezes, 
magnificent  views  of  the  city  and  river  are  obtainable.  Its 
churches  and  public  buildings  are  fine  specimens  of  various  styles 
of  architecture.  Its  parks  are  attractive  and  well  cared  for,  and 
its  streets  are  well  paved  and  many  of  them  beautifully  shaded. 
The  Montreal  Street  Railway,  which  reaches  aU  points  of  interest, 
is  one  of  the  best  systems  in  existence.  Leaving  Montreal  by  the 
Richelieu  &  Ontario  steamer  at  seven  p.m.,  we  sail  down  the 
St.  Lawrence  past  several  picturesque  French-Canadian  villages, 
between  which  the  landscape  is  dotted  with  weU-tilled  farms. 
This  part  of  the  trip  gives  us  a  pleasing  glimpse  of  French- 
Canadian  rural  life  and  the  habitant  at  home. 

QUEBEC. — The  view  as  we  approach  or  depart  from  Que- 
bec by  steamer  is  grand  and  impressive.  The  banks  of  the  river 
rise  higher  and  higher  until  they  culminate  in  the  heights  of  Levis 
on  the  south  and  Cape  Diamond,  the 
Gibraltar  of  America,  on  the  north.  Many 
quaint  old  buildings  nestle  at  the  foot 
of  this  rugged  cliff,  and  its  summit  is 
nobly  crowned  by  its  battlements  and 
lofty  fortress — the  symbol  and  stronghold 
of  British  power  in  North  America.  Que- 
bec, the  only  walled  city  in  America,  is  rich 
in  historic  attractions  and  scenic  beauty, 
and  it  is  considered 
one  of  the  finest 
situated  cities  in 
the  world.  Seven 
miles  from  Quebec, 
by  Quebec  Railway , 
Light  &  Power 
Company's  line,  are 
the  Falls  of  Mont- 
morency ;  while 
fifteen  miles  further 
on  is  the  world- 
famed  shrine  of  St. 
Anne  de  Beaupr6.

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SAGUENAY  RIVER.— The  steamer  for  the  lower  St.  Law- 
rence and  Saguenay  river  leaves  Quebec  in  the  morning,  after 
arrival  of  steamer  from  Montreal.  Many  tourists,  whose  trip 
includes  the  lower  St.  Lawrence  and  the  Saguenay  rivers,  prefer 
going  through  on  the  down  trip  and  visiting  Quebec  on  their 
return,  thus  saving  time.  After  leaving  Quebec,  we  sail  past  the 
Falls  of  Montmorency  and  the  picturesque  Isle  of  Orleans;  then, 
on  our  left,  is  Mount  Ste.  Anne,  twenty-seven  hundred  feet  in 
height,  with  the  shrine  of  Ste.  Anne  de  Beaupre  charmingly  situ- 
ated at  its  foot.  Cape  Tourmente,  rising  two  thousand  feet  above 
the  river,  next  claims  our  attention  and  admiration.  A  little 
below  this  point  salt-water  begins.  After  stopping  at  Bale  St. 
Paul,  Ile-aux-Coudres  is  passed.  Eboulements  and  Mount 
Eboulements,  2,459  feet  in  height,  and  St.Irenee,two  romantically 
situated  villages,  come  next. 

All  along  this  route  scenes  of  wild  and  beautiful  grandeur 
are  presented  to  view  which  are  missed'by  the  tourist  unless  the 

round  trip  is  made  by 
steamer  from  Quebec."^ 
ST.  IRENEE  is  the 
hxtest  addition  to  the 
beautiful  and  healthful 
resorts  of  the  lower 
St.  Lawrence.  It  is 
located  on  the  north 
shore,  about  seventy- 
five  miles  east  of  Que- 
bec. Here  are  situated 
the  summer  homes  of 
leading  Montreal  and 
Quebec  families.  A 
comfortable  hotel,  the 
(  •harlevoix,  is  located 
at  St.  Irenee.

MURRAY  BAY,  the  far-famed  summer  resort  of  the  lower 
St.  Lawrence  is  our  next  port.  Murray  Bay,  with  the  grand 
Laurentian  Mountains  behind  it,  and  a  majestic  stream  of  salt- 
water, twenty  miles  wide,  in  front,  has  all  the  charms  of  both  a 
mountain  and  a  seaside  resort.  Here  is  situated  the  magnificent 
"Manoir  Richelieu,"  conceded  to  be  one  of  the  mo.st  charmingly 
situated  .summer  hotels  in  the  world.  It  is  owned  and  operated 
by  the  Richelieu  &  Ontario  Navigation  Company.  Many  prom- 
inent Americans  and  Canadians  own  summer  cottages  at 
Murray  Bay.  The  links  of  the  Murray  Bay  Golf  Club  rank  with 
the  best  in  Canada,  and  among  other  sports  enjoyed  here  are 
Bowling,  Tennis,  Fishing,  Boating  and  swimming,  and  at  the 
Manoir  Richelieu  a  magnificent  salt  water  Swimming  pool  has  been 
constructed  in  which  the  water  is  heated  to  a  temperature  of 
about  70  degrees.    Many  touri.sts  stop  over  at  Murray  Bay  to

enjoy  the  mountain  and  river  scenery,  and  reap  the  benefit  of  its 
salubrious  and  healthful  climate.  The  air  is  cool,  clear  and  pure, 
and  eveiy  breeze,  whether  from  the  Laurentian  Mountains  or 
the  salty  St.  Lawrence,  is  wonderfully  tonic  in  its  effects. 

TADOUSAC  is 
picturesquely  situ- 
ated at  the  mouth 
of  the  Sagueny 
River,  which  emp- 
ties into  the  St. 
Lawrence.  Many 
Canadian  and 
American  families 
spend  their  summer 
at  this  beautiful 
spot,  which  in  ad- 
dition to  Golf,  Bowling,  Tennis  and  its  many  aquatic 
attractions,  affords  excellent  trout  and  salmon  fishing. 
The  Government  salmon  hatcheries  and  preserve  being  here, 
salmon  in  their  natural  element  may  be  seen  in  the  pool  at 
the  steamboat  landing,  and  only  five  mUes  away  among  the  moim- 
tains,  is  the  trout  fishing  preserves  of  the  Company,  whose 
exclusive  rights  extend  over  Lakes  Gobeil,  Guillaume,  Boulanger, 
Sapin,  Long  and  Trout,  on  which  are  guides  and  new  camps  and 
boats;  these  camps  and  boats  are  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the 
guests  of  the  Tadousac  Hotel. 

The  "Tadousac  Hotel,"  owned  and  operated  by  the 
Richelieu  &  Ontario  Navigation  Company,  is  beautifully  situated 
at  Tadousac. 

THE  SAGUENAY  RIVER.— From  Tadousac  we  start  up  the 
Saguenay  River  at  night  to  Chicoutimi. 

We  float  over  unfathomable  depths  through  a  mountain  gorge 
the  towering  sides  of   which,  at  some 
points,  almost  shut  out    the    light  of 
heaven.

On  our  return  trip  the  scene  is  changed  to  daylight.  The 
picturesque  bays,  with  slanting  sides  and  overhanging  cliffs,  all 
change  with  the  rapidity  of  a  kaleidoscopic  view.    But  there  is  no

monotony,  only  increasing  grandeur.  Opposite  Chieoutimi  is 
St.  Ajine  de  Chicoutimi  and  Cape  St.  Francis.  Three  miles  below, 
on  the  south  shore,  the  rivers  I'Orignal,  Valin  and  Caribou  flow  in. 
Two  miles  below  is  the  River  Outardes.  The  parish  below 
Ste.  Anne  is  called  I'Anse  au  Foin.  East  of  it  is  Pointe 
Roches  and  Pointe  ■  au  Pin.  Cape  Jasseaux  and  High 
Point  are  next.  The  distance  from  the  River  Outardes  to  High 
Point  is  about  ten  miles  and  three  miles  below  are  the  Lsles  Petites 
where  in  ordinary-  springs  the  tide  rises  eighteen  feet. 

Three  miles  further  on  we  pass  the  mouth  of  the  River  Peltier 
on  our  left,  and  turning  to  the  south  our  steamer  enters  Ha!  Ha! 
Bay,  two  miles  wide  and  seven  miles  long. 

After  calling  at  St.  Alphonse,  at  the  head  of  the  bay,  our 
steamer  sails  back  to  the  river,  and  from  this  point  the  scenery 
increases  in  bold  grandeur  and  beauty.  Six  miles  below,  on  the 
north  shore,  after  passing  I'Anse  de  Sable,  I'Aiise  Xavier  and 
I'Anse  Theophite,  we  pass  a  point  called  La  Descente  des  Femmes 
(the  getting  down  place  for  women),  so  named  because  at  this 
point  a  number  of  Indian  women,  whose  husbands  were  dying  of 
hunger  in  the  interior  of  the  mountains,  reached  the  river  in  search 
of  food  and  assistance. 

Three  miles  east  is  Cap  Rouge,  and  about  three  miles  east 
of  it,  on  the  south  side  of  the  chasm,  is  a  remarkable  vertical 
rock  of  great  height,  which  presents  a  smooth,  polished  surface, 
as  if  it  were  planed  to  receive  a  mammoth  picture.  It  is  named 
Le  Tableau  (The  Picture).  A  few  miles  further,  on  the  north 
side,  is  the  Bay  of  Trinity  and  Cape  Diamond.  Two  miles  below 
is  Pointe  aux  Ecrits. 

For  some  time  past  our  attention  has  been  attracted  by  two 
massive  bold  capes,  whose  mountainous  proportions  make  them 
conspicuous  even  here,  where  all  of  their  surroundings  are  of  such 
impressive  magnitude  and  bold  grandeur. 

CAPES  TRINITY 
AND  ETERNITY.— 

The  first  is  Cape 
Trinity.  It  rises  in 
three  distinct  eleva- 
tions, each  about 
six  hundred  feet  in 
height ;  one  great 
mountain  cape  with 
three  crowns,  hence 
its  name,  Cape 
Trinity.  Soon  our 
steamer  enters  the 
little  Bay  of  Etern- 
ity and  for  a 
moment  our  senses 
— except  that  of 
sight — are  stunned 
by  the  majestic  grandeur  of  our  environments.  In  the 
shadows  of  these  chffs,  which  tower  above  and  over  steamer  as  if 
about  to  faU  and  crush  it,  and  in  the  intense  solitude  which  here 
prevails,  we  feel  a  sense  of  our  own  insignificance,  and  feel  how 
small  are  the  greatest  works  of  man  when  compared  with  those  of 
nature.    Cape  Eternity,  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  bay,  is  one

hundred  feet  higher  than  Cape  Trinity. 

Six  miles  east  of  the  capes,  on  the  right,  is  St.  John's  Bay  and 
the  Island  of  St.  John.  Three  miles  below  the  Little  Saguenay 
flows  in.';  Soon  we  pass  Roy  Island  and  Isle  Barthelemy,  or  Isle 
Coquart.  Here  Riviere' au  Canard  (Duck  River)  enters  from  the 
north,  and  near  its  mouth  is  the  hamlet  of  Barthelemy.   Isle  St. 

Louis  is  nearly 
opposite,  and 
just  below  is 
St.  Maguerite 
River,  a  fam- 
ous trout 
stream. 

Opposite  the 
mouth  of  this 
river,  on  the 
south  shore, 
the  St.  Anatole 
river  flows  in. 
Five  miles  be- 
1  o  w  is  P  t . 
Crepe  and  St. 
Etienne  Bay. 
Opposite  Pt. 

Crepe  is  Grosse  Roche  (Great  Rock).  Anse  a  Jack  is 
over  a  mile  east  of  St.  Etienne  Bay,  and  soon  the  Passe 
Pierre  Islets  are  passed.  East  of  these  islands,  on  the  north 
shore,  a  towering  cape  appears  to  bar  our  way.  This  is  Pointe  La 
Boule,  six  hundred  feet  in  height,  and  the  mountainous  shores 
increase  in  height,  attaining  an  altitude  of  eleven  hundred  feet 
above  the  water.  At  Anse  la  Barque  their  height  falls  to  three 
hundred  and  ninety  feet,  and  soon  we  are  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Saguenay,  guarded  on  the  west  by  Pointe  aux  Bouleux  and  on  the 
east  by  Pointe  aux  Vaches,  and  our  trip  through  the  greatest  and 
grandest  navigable  mountain  gorge  in  the  world  is  ended,  and  the 
"River  of  Death,"  as  Bayard  Taylor  called  the  Saguenay,  is  left 
behind.  The  steamer  stops  at  Tadousac  (I'Anse  a  I'Eau  wharf) ,  and 
passengers  have  time  to  visit  the  Government  Salmon  Hatchery 
and  Fish  Pool,  and  also  the  Tadousac  Hotel  and  the  old  church. 

The  steamer  proceeds  to  Murray  Bay,  and  in  the  morning  we 
find  ourselves  in  Quebec,  with  a  whole  day  before  us  to  visit 
picturesque  Quebec. 

At  6 . 00  o'clock  in  the  evening  the  steamer  leaves  for  Mont- 
real, and  a  pleasant  night's  sail  up  the  St.  Lawrence,  lands  the 
traveller  at  Montreal  in  the  early  morning.
